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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Corvi et al. does not 
disclose an introducer, but a flexible, tubular catheter body. However, the Examiner disagrees. The claim language does not require a 
rigid introducer. Catheters are used to introduce material into the body. The catheter of Corvi et al. introduces a cutter into the body. 
Therefore, it is an introducer. The outer cutter forms a portion of the introducer. Therefore, the cutter tube (22) and the introducer sheath 
(12, 20) cooperate to sever a tissue sample. The fiber optic is at least partially extending axially through the cutter tube . 
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
